At the meeting in the afternoon 
in St. Joseph College, during an 
address concerning the K. of D., 
I offered to answer any questiors 
any one chose to ask, and spoke 
all :)Ul the clinr(ifs made auainsl a 
member of the K. of I). Siifireme 
Council. I also said that llio K. of 
D. did not consist of otie man. 
Even if the charges made against 
him had any foundation, we, hh 
Catholics, were iionnd to forgive 
and forget past offenses. Mr. J. 
F, Brady started a rapid flio (jiicn 
tioning, which was in part prompt- 
ed by a young man sittini: along- 
side of him, whom I did not know 
at that moment.

Editor Dbak-Mutks' Journal : 
Please allow me a little space in 
your valuable paper to answer some 
astonishing statement made by Mr. 
Christian C. Vernon in the last issue. 
First : He says he is the one 
that " knocked " the N. F. S. D. 
into what they are now — incor- 
porated — which means a solid 
foundation for future development. 

The N. F. S. D. is not incorpor- 
ated under the laws of New York, 
but it has a license to do business 
there under its laws with the Super- 
intendent of Insurance, acting as 
their Attorney. The statement 
made by Mr. Vernon, meant to im- 
ply that incorporation means a solid 
foundation, and some of them, that 
are suppo.sed to be towers of strength 
among fraternal beneficiaries, nota- 
bly the Knights of Phythias with 
20,000 members, and the Modern 
Woodmen of the World with 100,- 
120,000 members, have been told to 
increase their rates to rates equal to 
those of the N. F. S. D., or get out 
of the State of New York. Both 
have complied, or are about to com- 
ply. 

The N. F. S. D. placed itself upon 
a solid foundation at the Louisville 
Convention wheu it changed its rates 
from 50 cents per member per month, 
regardless of age, to those of the Na- 
tional Fraternal Congress Rates, 
which are the standard rates in most 
every State in the Union. By this 
change our oldest members had 
their rates increa.sed from 50 cents 
to as much as two dollars and some 
as high as three dollars per mouth. 
That they have stuck to the organiza- 
tion speaks wonders for their loyalty. 
All new members are rated accord- 
ing to the amount of insurance they 
desire and their age at time of entry. 
An adequate table of rates is what 
puts an organization like ours upon 
a solid foundation, not the mere fact 
of Incorporation. This change 
was agitated by myself in the Si- 
lent World and the Dbai'-Muths' 
Journal,, long before myself joined 
the N. F. S. D. The correctness of 
my position aud the wi.sdom of the 
N. F. S. D. in adopting these rates, 
has been amply demonstrated by 
past events since then. Mr. Vernon 
had no hand in our being placed 
on a solid foundation, or in our 
past, present or future development. 
Second : He says, I found that 
they were unlawful in doing business 
in the State and wrote the- Superiu- 
tendent of Insurance and kept at 
him until they qualified according to 
the State Laws of New York to do 
business in the State. They, how- 
ever, should have regarded me as 
their best friend. 

Our self-styled friend is misrepre- 
.senting the facts. We were making 
appliciilloii to be licensed in New 
York before we had any trouble 
there, but although we received no- 
thing but the most courteous consi- 
deration at the hands of vSuperinten- 
dent of Insurance Hotchkiss, he 
could not grant us a license, becau.se 
he was guided by the Annual State- 
ment of the Society made in Janu- 
ary, 1910, at which time we were a 
little short of the amount of insur- 
ance in force which it was necessary 
to have to obtain the license. He 
advised us to wait another year, 
which we did. When we again ap- 
plied, he granted us a liceu.se and 
paid us a higher compliment than any 
other .society has ever been paid. 

Mr, Vernon says that he kept at 
the Supt. of Insurance until we 
qualified, lu another words he says 
that he kept at him until we were 
kicked out of New York. Failing in 
that he attempted the despicable 
trick of attempting to have the of- 
ficers of No, 23 thrown into jail, by 
having another person who was re- 
fused admission to the society make 
complaint to the Di.strict Attorney. 
But this failed al.so, Mr. Vernon is 
in the position of the man who had 
we been refu.sed a license would say 
he had prevented it, but beiug 
successful he says he forced it. We 
were assured by the N. Y. Insur- 
ance Department that the case 
against the N. F. S. D. in N Y. was 
not inspired by the Department. 
Third : He .says maybe it is only 
right for me to say why I " Knock- 
ed" at what did not concern me. It 
is becau.sc I had .some friends in the 
F. vS. D. who had asked me about 
safety of their investment and I did 
my best to make it safer for them. 

If Mr. Vernon considered the N. 
F. S. D. unsafe, why did he not 
advise them to leave it, instead of 
trying to have the whole society 
thrown out of New York ? Did he 
consider it to the best interests and 
advantage of his friends to make it 
unlawful to attend meetings, pay 
dues, and take part iu the business 
of the society ? Did he consider it 
the best way to n 'ms friends 

would be to have t i is whom 

they elected to be aiicsted and 
thrown into jail for trying to increase 
the strength of the society ? 

The N. F. S. D can get along 
without the friend.ship of such men 
as Mr. Vernon and his clan .

The conjireiialion is repn'sented 
by Marcus L. Kenner and Simuel 
Frankenheim on the Board of Trus- 
tees of "The Society for the Welfare 
of the Jewish Deaf," which to quote 
a recent comninnioati(»n, " will with 
the active co-opctation of ihe Jew 
isli deaf end(>avot to be useful in all 
that concerns the welfare of those 
(Seaf porsona who require assistance, 
direction or a<lvice." Tiiis enor 
rmoiiH work requires an onltay of 
fioino $4,000 per year, of which sum 
the ConKreKatii>n contributes $000 
HiiniMlly as its snare to the geneial 
fund. 

It is licped that those of the Jew- 
ish faith who have berotofore shown 
little or no interest, not to speak of 
pride in their race, will al last re- 
cognize the importance of maintain- 
Ini; thi> work in which the Ili'brew 
(Jonnrejjation of Ihe Deaf is now eii- 
>!aj{ed in doinp. They cannol af- 
ford to abandon it to its fate. Its 
existence is » necessity not only to 
the Jewish deaf, but to all in gen 
eral, as it aims to be ()road in Its 
principles. It is far from perfect, 
to be sure, lint it aspires to be so 
with the assistance of the many, 
who for some reason or other seem 
to be Hsiiameil of their race, and 
have not siifHcient pride of manhood 
to "show their colors." A realiza- 
tioti of their sense of duty to tiie 
present and the future should at 
least impel them to join at once.

March 23, '12— The State bindery 
at Ihe school will soon be a thing of 
the past, for the Attorney General 
of the State has rendered an opinion 
that the order of ' the State Shop 
Inspector, who ordered the building 
razed, must be obeyed. The State 
Printer, under whose supervision the 
bindery is run, is on the hunt for a 
suitable building and as soon as that 
is feund moving wil! begin. 

The Legislature, by enactment, 
ordered the binding to be established 
at Ihe school in 1868, in order to 
leach the trade to the deaf, the 
building taken for the purpose be- 
ing the one formerly occupied by 
the boys as a study room and dormi- 
tory. The building their served for 
all purpo.ses. But now the binding 
of the Stale has grown to great pro- 
portions, necessitating much an^l 
heavy machinery to keep up with the 
work. As a consequence the struc- 
ture has Irecome shaky, endanger- 
ing the lives of those employed 
therein. The Leuislaiure has been 
asked several times by the Super- 
visor of PrintiniT to provide a new 
huilding, but the cry has gone un- 
heeded. Eighteen or twenty deaf 
are employed there now. 

The Dispatch last Sunday contain- 
ed a cut of the first team of the O. 
S. S. D. Basket-Bail players. It 
played fourteen games during the 
reason of which it won all but three. 
Last year's record stood .600; for 
1912, it is .786 The second team 
closed the season in a game witH 
the Ilubbards, and came out ahead 
nineteen loeighteen.

PARTICULARS LATER 



It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Uallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated ou 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a buililing as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Qallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have coinplete<l the church 
with which his naire nas always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this worlc be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-matea. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet In depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will l)e used tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mules of New York. The 
amount required for " The Uallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be al)out $3U,00U, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. Thoy themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
